The flush- 
ing oil need not be considered as 
waste; if it is allowed to stand un- 
disturbed for a week or more, any 
suspended particles will have aect- 
tled out, and the-oll will be per- 
fectly safe for make-up’ as the en- 
gine. requires it. Such © oil 
should be strained — through 
very fine lawn ‘before it is 
used. Little points of detail 
such as thia are well worth follow- 
ing, and old .practices, such ° as 
washing out with paraffin, should 
never be used, except when the 
whole engine fs adrift and the parts 
can be. properly wiped’ with 
a suitable wiper—suitable, because 
very frequently unsuitable wipera 
are used, The well-known engine 
cloths are not recommended for 
this particular, Purpose, because 
they contain fibres which are very 
readily held’on to the rough sur- 
faces of o casting.

Ata caste dinner she 
was accepted into-the Dhanger 
caste, to which Sir Tukoji be- 
longs, and later was qfficially re- 
cognised as a member of the 
Holkar family in the presence of 
the senior Maharanee, her mother, 
and the mother of the ex- 
Maharaja's second wife. Adopted 
as daughter by a retired Colonel 
of the Indore State Army, she be- 
came at sundown’ the ex-Maha- 
raja’s third wife,

tened with jewels, she .made an
